Snow and Ice Worms. 


There are at present known in 


world approximately 
GO species and 


varieties of snow and Ice worms. Sex- 
ually mature specimens, yellowish to a 
dark reddish brown or black in color, 
about :iu inch long and one-twentieth 
inch in diameter were found in Febru- 
ary and April (1016) abundantly on the 
upeii snow fields of Mount Rainier, at 
an elevation of 'J.TfiO to o.BOO feet above 
•sea level. They also occurred on the 
snow mi ihe mountain slope protected 
by n dense forest of tir nnd hemlock. 


These worms have not t h u s far been 


found on solid ice nor on the glaciers, 
i hough they occur on the snow below 
the ice from and outside of the lateral i 
moraines of th.e Xisqually glacier. The
